1 . Applicant's arguments filed July 25, 2008, have been fully considered. 

2. Claims 1-3, 5, 7-13, 15-22, and 24 are pending and have been examined. Claims 
4, 6, 14, and 23 have been canceled.

in the service provider for recording the enciphering key corresponding to the 
communication device " in combination with the other limitations recited in 
independent claims 1,12, and 20; 

- claims 2-3, 5, and 7-11, 13 and 1 5-1 9, and 21 -22 and 24 are allowed because 
of their dependence from independent claims 1, 12, and 20, respectively.
